Widespread alarm was caused on 
Saturday by a (ire in the factory ad join- 
ing the Theatre Royal. Many people 
thought the theatre was on tire and an 
enormous crowd soon gathered. Great 
credit is due to the management of the 
theatre for the manner in which they 
averted a panic. The outer doors 
•were closed but unfastened so that 
they would yield to the slightest pres- 
sure and then tho ushers went quietly 
round among the audience, whispering 
that a lire was in progress next door, 
and that it would be advisable to with- 
draw quietly. Tho performance was 
continued and by the time it became 
necessary ^o announce from the stage 
the existence of danger, there were not 
enough people left in the house to 
make a very ugly rush. The few who 
were left had the good sense to leave 
quietly. The theatre did not take 
fire, but the heat cracked one of the 
walls, and admitted the smoke so free- 
ly that the actors cleared out without 
standing upon the order of their going 
pon after the audience was out. Tho 



fire did damage to tho extent of about 
§50,000, the loss being divided among 
a number of firms, the Union Machine 
Company's being perhaps the heaviest, 
•SI 0,000" 

STRIKE. 

The Union printers employed in the 
Star office struck work on Saturday 
morning and demanded that the female 
compositors employed on the paper be 
discharged. Mr. Hugh Graham, the 
proprietor, declined to do anything of 
the kind, and is determined to protect 
the women atjany cost as a matter of 
principle. He is also resolutely deter 
mined that the paper shall not' he con- 
trolled by the Printer's Union, an issue 
fought out by the Star successfully 
seven years ago. The strike seems to 
have been hurriedly conceived and 
badiy managed. No notice was given 
and no demand made until the men 
had actually left, their work, It is 
thought that it was precipitated by the 
fact that the budget speech came down 
on a Saturday, the day on which the 
Star publishes a double number, the 
coincidence, apparently, offering tin- 
Union a good opportunity to strike a 
blow towards making the Star a Unidn 
office. A not her grievance was that the 
Star bad supplied the Toronto Tele- 
;//•<//)( with matrices to help that paper 
in its troubles; but this was a minor 
matter. The paper comes out quite 
regularly and the principal result of 
the strike so far is the employment of 
more female labor. 

CANADIAN' PACIFIC ENGINEERS 

are vigorously pushing the work of 
construction west of Montreal, and by 
next spring they hope to give us a road 
to Toronto sixty miles shorter than the 
present route. The Canadian Pacific 
line will cross the Ottawa at Carillon 
and connect with the Canada Central 
at Smith's Falls.

The Montreal branch of the Lund 
League has oflended the St. Patrick'* 
Society by sending a French-Canadian 
bailiff to represent it at a meeting of 
the latter body. The Committee of 
St. Patrick's Society passed a vote of 
censure on the Land League and stig- 
matized the action as a gratuitous in- 
suifc to the Society.

THE BRITISH MILITARY 
FORM. 



UNI- 



Tho committee appointed by tho com- 
mauder-in-chief to iiuiuire into the mat- 
ter of colors suitaulo for military uni- 
forms report .-is follows: A aeries of ex- 
periments were curried out under varying 
conditions of weather, atmosphere, sur- 
rounding ami hack ground— tho object 
being to make them as exhaustive as pos- 
sible. Various members of the committee 
were present during these experiments, 
which were under the immediate superin- 
tendence of Profs. Abel and Stokes. 
The result was to eliminate all tho colors 
at present used in the dress of the, army, 
and the glaring conspicuousnesa of white 
and scarlet was at once evident. On the 
cither hand, the neutral colors, particular- 
ly the Indian "kharkees," and certain 
volunteer groya, were indistinct even at 
short'distancea, and, in comparison with 
the army colors, all but invisible at long 
rangos. The i|iiestion was in the end 
narrowed down to a shade of grey, which 
besides its character of invisibility stands 
exposure to sun and rain without failing. 
The committee recommend that this grey 
(now worn by the 3rd Devon Volunteers) 
should be adopted as the service dress of 
the army. As it would, however, bo (in- 
advisable to break entirely the traditions 
attached to the red uniform of the British 
army, tho committee recommend that red 
or scarlet (and bluo or green for corps 
wearing those colors) should bo retained 
for full dress; but that on till other oceas 
siona the grey should take the place of 
the present undress. By this arrange- 
ment the committee think the advantages 
as regards recruiting to be gained from an 
attractive uniform will be retained, while 
at the same time men and officers will be- 
come familiar with a color which, there, 
can be no ipiestioii, is the best for active 
service. The committee consider that 
the greatcoats and trousora should be of 
this grey color, and that a grey helmet 
cover should also be issued . Intimately 
connected with the question of the color 
of tho uniform is that of pipeclayed belts 
and white haversacks. White, under all 
but very exceptional circumstances, is the 
most conspicuous color of all, and it 
would avail little to substitute grey for 
scarlet if toe white aceoutrv.uclits are re- 
tained. By tin; use of an umber color- 
ing (of a similar nature to pipeclay) the 
belts may lie made nearly invisible at a 
distance, and its employment permits of 
their color being changed at. will. This 
coloring, as prepared by I'rof. Abel, has 
beun practically fried and found to answer 
remarkably well. The committee there- 
fore recommend it» general adoption 
throughout tin; army, the umber belts to 
bo worn at all times on active service. 
The haversack, instead of being of a white 
material, should be of the same color as 
tho belts. No practical tost was made as 
to the conspicuousnosa of tin: shining 
metal portions of the soldier's uniform 
and accoutrements, but it is evident that 
in the sunlight, these would attract the 
eye, and so weaken the advantages gained 
by the use of the grey uniform and brown 
belts. The committee therefore recom- 
mend that all ornaments, buttons, etc , 
of the grey uniform should be bronze, and 
not polished; and that on active service a 
brown lacquer should be applied to the 
bayonets, metal scabbards, and all other 
bright portions of the accoutrements. 

.-1 POLITICAL SCANDAL. 

A new grit paper printed in Hamilton, 
Out., called the Tribune, professes to have 
unearthed a grave scandal which, it says, 
seriously compromises the ministry of Sir 
John Macdonahl. The alleged erpise is 
contained in a series of letters purporting 
to be a correspondence passing, in 1879, 
between Mr. John A. Macilouiiell, a To- 
ronto lawyer, who some years ago w hen 
secretary of the United Empire club, made 
himself offensive on tho floor of the house 
of commons, and Dr. Tupper, then minis- 
ter of public works, and containing an 
agreement between the two to attempt to 
bribe archbishop Lynch to throw theCa 
tholic vote on the conservative side at the 
then approaching elections, by the remis- 
sion of interest on a property in Toronto. 
It would be entirely wrong tu believe in 
the genuineness of such a damaging cor- 
respondence without the clearest proof. 
Not only is this proof absent, but no ex- 
planation is given of how the Tribune 
came into possession of these letters. The 
Montreal Witness says: We lock for an 
immediate denial from Sir Charles and 
from Sir John Macdonald, who appears as 
privy to the transaction. The absence of 
such a denial puts those mil listers in a 
very false position and would lend a cor 
tain color to the Tribune'* charges. Moan 
while these charges are, from some points 
of view incredible. Supposing for a mo 
ment that Br. Tupper and bis chief were 
as bad as this story makes them, they are 
auroly too acute to put their political fame 
into the keeping of such a scamp as the 
story certainly makes their correspond en I 
to be. There are expressions in these let ~ 
tors which are too dangerous to commit to 
pen and ink in anyone's keeping, as where 
the minister, in explaining why ll is wise 
to keep the matter hanging over his (trace 
till after the elect ions, remarks that, "as 
Sir John says, little confidence is to be 
placed in the breed. " The whole thing 
IS, on the face of it, a political canard of 
the most outrageous description. The 
Gazette, of Montreal, admits the genuine 
U033 of all tho letters but one the most 
incriminating one .being a private letter 
from Br. Tupper to Mr. Macdouuell 
and declares them t" lie Htolen. Tin- 
other it declares tu be a forgery It makes 
this announcement on us own aulhoritj 
alone.

THE GERMAN EMPIRE- 

■Unoa.oln.033 Oausol by Einporor Wil- 
liam's Message 

Nkw York, April 37. — A cable special 
to the World from London says: The 
message of Kmperor William to the reich- 
stag calling for legislation in tho, interest 
of the working classes excites as much un- 
easiness here in otlicial circles as in Ber- 
lin, for the reason that it is believed to 
have been inspired by the distrust of the 
existing government of France and to 
cover a military programme which will 
pretty certainly be carried out upon the 
first symptom of political disturbance in 
France. 

It is stated on tho best authority that 
under orders from Berlin, a fortnight ago 
six divisions of the imperial cavalry ami 
four army corps were got into readiness 
to cross the French frontier in three days' 
time 

Some of the socialist leaders of (!er 
many appear inclined to cut out work 
nearer homo for tho force, by provoking 
overt disturbances among the German 
working classes, but as such attempt 
would be disastrous to the people, it is net 
likely that it will bo made. 

Tho real danger in Europe at this mo- 
ment is at Paris, where the men in uu 
thurity seem to be entirely incapable of 
understanding tho danger to winch they 
are exposing not only the peace of the 
continent, but the very existence of their 
own country. 

BERLIN, April 17.— At tho last cabinet 
council the ministry were unanimous 
against removing the restrictions against 
the celebration of mass and tho aduiinis 
tration of the sacrament. Whether u bill 
on the subject will ho introduced in a mo- 
dified form was being discussed. The 
idea of holding a regular debate on the 
address in reply to the emperor's message 
lias been abandoned, because the liberal 
groups were unable to agree thereon. Tho 
Kmperor has gone to Weiabadeu. He 
will remain there two weeks. 

Parliament has voted 54,000,000 marks 
for tho construction of various branch 
railways in the empire. 

Disraeli and tho Confederacy. 

|Cor. London (Eng.) Advertiser. 1 

I am able to speak with knowledge on 
this subject, and 1 atlirm, without, fear of 
contradiction, that Mr. Disraeli, although 
never committing himself, as Mr. (Had 
stone and Lord John Russell did, to the 
principles for which the southern con fed 
eracy was lighting, always regarded ''re 
cognition" as a possible card to play, and 
was quite prepared at the proper moment 
to play it. The moment seemed to have 
come when (ioneral Lee invaded the fede- 
ral States after having shattered the 
strength of the northern invasion. At 
that time it was notorious that the hulk 
of the tory party and that more than half 
of the ministerialists were prepared for 
such a step. Mr. Lindsoy's resolution on 
tho subject had failed; Mr. Roebuck's 
eloquence had been equally ineffectual. 
But in the face of the repeated triumphs 
of the southern army and the possible oc- 
cupation of the capital by General Lee's 
troops, it seomed hopeless, to restrain the 
pout-up feelings of the house of Commons 
and Mr. Disraeli saw his opportunity. I 
had frequent conversations with him on 
the subject, and I perfectly recollect his 
saying to inc that he thought the time bad 
now come for moving in the matter. 
"But," he said, "it is of great importance 
that if the move is to be made it should 
not assume a party character and it is of 
equal importance that the initiative 
should come from this (the confederate) 
side. Now, Mr. Lindsay carries no 
weight. Lord Hubert Cecil could handle 
the matter best, but he is an avowed 
partisan of the confederacy, and would 
arouse too much party feeling on the 
other side. If the thing is to be done, I 
must do it myself, and then, from all 1 
hear and know, the resolution will be car- 
ried, Lord Pal merst on being quite disposed 
to accept the declaration by parliament 
in favor of a policy which ho person- 
ally approves. "But," he continued, "1 
cannot Speak without more knowledge of 
the subject than I now possess, and 1 
should be glad if you could give me a 
brief, furnishing tho necessary statistics 
of the population, the institutions, the 
commercial and political prospects of the 
southern slates, in order that when the 
moment conies 1 may bo fully armed. " 
I procured the necessary information 
from the boat authorities and placed in 
his hands, livery day seemed to bring 
tho moment for its use nearer, and the 
general fooling in the house of commons 
was perfectly ripe for tho motion in favor 
of "recognition," when tho news of tin- 
battle of Gettysburg came like a thunder 
clap upon the country. General Meade 
defeated Leo and saved the union and 
from that day not another word was 
beard in parliament about rocogniton. A 
few days afterwards I saw Mr. Disraeli, 
and his exact words were: "Wo nearly 
put our foot in it ."

The Ottawa correspondent of the Mull 
treal Witness gave ua a nice tit-bit of gra 
tuitoiis assumption recently, lieferriny 
to the debate in the house on the Chinese 
question, he stated the ground taken by 
Mr. Shakespeare and Mr. Baker respec 
tively, who are representatives of the 
Pacific prov ince.

Why 
should it ho the interest of tho Dominion, 
as a whole, to force the Chinese inimigra 
tion upon the people of British Columbia 
against their will. ft is abundantly evi- 
dent that, in demanding that it bo stop- 
ped, or at least greatly restricted, the re- 
presentatives of that province do honest 
ly and truly speak tho desire of their con- 
stituents. In what way can it. bo fairly 
said that it is for the interest of the Do 
minion, as a whole, to force the Chinese 
upon the people of British Columbia, wile 
tbex they will or no / 

This appears tube a case of provincial 
rights. If the Dominion government can 
for>;o tho people of British Columbia to 
submit, however sorely against their will, 
to the infliction of the Chinese plague, it 
may well be asked what, rights any pro- 
vince has that the Dominion is bound to 
respect. To our view the question who 
ther tho Pacific province is to become 
Chinese Columbia is of immensely more 
importance to people there than the riv 
era and streams hill, or even tho question 
of liquor license control, is to tho people 
of Ontario. Now, there are in tho house 
of commons representatives of this pro- 
vince who arc sworn champions of On- 
tario's rights. Will they belli the few re- 
presentatives of British Columbia to ob- 
tain the boon which the people of that 
province so ardently desire, or will they 
say that the interests of the Dominion 
failed'/ We wait to see.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2.15 p.m. 
Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Smith. 
VVAUON ROAD TI1KOUC11I EAGLE l'ASS. 

The Hon. Mr. Smithe introduced a bill 
respecting the construction of a waggon 
read through Eagle Pass. The' bill was 
read a first time and Friday appointed for 
a second reading. 

KOOTENAY BILL. 

The adjourned debate on tho third 
reading of tho bill was continued. 

Mr. Orr thought it should I e further 
adjourned till after tho consideration of 
the bill relating to the wagon road 
through Eagle Pass. 

Mr. Dunsniuir objected to this as a 
waste of time. 

Mr. llelgesen also objected . Lot them 
either pass the bill or destroy it. For 
himself he was opposed to the bill. The 
traders and merchants wore in favor of 
the bill, but the mechanics, laborers and 
farmers were against it, and he thought 
these amounted to 80 per cent, of the 
population. He thought the latter class 
were Ihe most useful to the country and 
their opinion should be the gujdo to mem- 
bers. When the government were en- 
couraging immigration this was not a right 
step. He was in favor of postponing the 
matter. 

Mr. Pooley said he would make a few 
remarks in explanation of his position in 
introducing this measure. When asked 
by the promoters tu introduce this bill, 
he declined until the opiniuii of the lead- 
ing merchants of the city had been ob- 
tained. Their opinion was favorable and 
be consented to bring ill the bill for dis- 
cussion. To the first bill he could not 
give his support, but with certain friends 
to tho advancement of this province ho 
assisted in bringing forward certain am- 
endments which have been incorporated 
in the hill and which he thought had ren- 
dered the bill a good one in the interests 
of the province. The honorable member 
for New Westminster city in moving 
his amendment said, "The company can 
gel hold of the land at once and sell it 
and have nothing to do fur it." He 
thought the honorable gentleman made 
this statement without considering its full 
etl'ect, and he must refer him to clause lli 
of the Act, that no land can be disposed 
of by the promoters without the approval 
m writing of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, and all moneys there- 
for are to be paid to the Government of 
British Columbia. And by section 18 no 
land will be granted to the company until 
they have complied fully with the terms 
of the Act to the satisfaction of the Lieu- 
tenant l iovermff in Council. The hon- 
orable gentleman (.Mr. Orr) also said that 
he believed the company merely intended 
to get the lands to at unco cut tho trees 
off them and float the logs down the Co- 
lumbia into American territory. Now 
the fallacy of this statement is apparent 
when it is pointed out that this or any 
other company could go into that or any 
portion of the province and purchase the 
surface rights for §1 per acre, which pur- 
chase would carry with it the right to all 
the timber, and not, as the company pro- 
poses to do, build a railway and put on 
steamers at a cost of nut less than $2,- 
500,000, and undertake to keep the said 
railway working at all reasonable times, 
so as to meet the requirements of the 
public, upon pain of forfeiture. He 
maintained that the company was paying 
a high price for the land, and it would be 
tu their interest to settle the land and 
make it remunerative us soon as possible. 
Of what value were waste land to this 
Province ! It was like capital locked up 
from investment. Land was the capital 
of the province and the province invests 
it by giving it to private individuals or 
corporations, and as soon as it passes from 
the hands uf the government it pays 
taxes to the country, and so tho country 
reaps the benefit. Land kept as waste 
land of the Crown was of no value to a 
country. This company would have to 
[iay taxation on their laud, §.'17.500, and 
on the property they brought in at least 
another 825,000, which would he consid- 
ered be a great gain to the Province and 
Kootenay as well ; and instead of being 
a drag upon the province wuuld be a re- 
venue producing district. A great deal 
had been said against these lands being 
given to aliens. Now tins would lie a 
reasonable argument if there was any law 
in the province which prevented aliens 
from acquiring lands, but the contrary 
was the case and had always been so. 
This province holds out the right hand of 
fellowship to all aliens, and invites them 
to our shores to take up our lauds and 
sol tie and become part of ourselves. The 
weakness of this objection was sufficiently 
shown. This bill would bring the mure 
settled portions of the province into 
direct communication with Kootonay and 
would be a great advantage to the district 
of Kootonay and Vale, and consequently 
to the district that he had the honor to 
represent. The passage of the bill in its 
present form would be greatly to the 
benefit of the province, and ho should 
therefore support the third reading. 

Mr.*Orr said he did not say that lands 
could be obtained by the company and 
immediately disposed of. Clause 1<> said 
that they were not to sell the land at less 
than 81 an acre, and they could therefore 
charge what they pleased. What he 
chielly objected lo was the larger grant. 

Mr. 1 leaven said the opponents of the 
bill had changed their front often. Ho 
thought the arguments of Mr. Orr on the 
previous day were rather in favor of the 
bill. Unless some such measure was 
passed Kootenay would renin in inacces 
sible, as all trade from it now had to pass 
through a foreign State, Idaho. He 
therefore thought, they should all assist 
in developing that portion of the pro- 
vince. He thought that those who ad- 
dressed the meetings hail not read the 
bill, and some of them believed that no 
grants should be made without the con 
sent of the Crown. The member for 
Westminster had come down to objecting 
to give large grants of. land to any one. 
After Kootenay had been developed there 
was the section of Pence river, which 
might be similarly dealt with. The only 
privilege granted the company was the 
right to spend money on the railway and 
steamers. The company wuuld commence 
with surveying the railway and then the 
lauds, the province thus getting a large 
portion of the province surveyed at the 
expense of the company. If the company 
could remove the lands there might bo 
something in the lion, gentleman's objec- 
tions. They could get all the timber at 
5 1 an acre where they chose, but 'under 
the bill they had to take alternate sec- 
tions. They could get tho mineral lands 
under tho Mineral Act. The motives at- 
tributed to the company were absurd, and 
as to the grant of 750,000 acres of land, 



only last a year a bill passed the House 
to grant away 3,000,000 acres, and then 
there had to be a general election. 
But there was no talk of submitting 
it to the people, by those in tho house 
who were opposed to tho present bill. 
He believed tho member for Esquiiualt 
was sincere, but ho argued from false 
premises. He did not think the laboring 
classes were opposed tu this bill, only 
through misrepresentation. 

Mr. Allen said the bill was a fraud on 
the people of the province. 

Mr. Galbraith did not wish to inter- 
rupt, but ho thought the lion, gentleman 
had spoke before on the third reading. 

Mr. Allen said ho had not, and resum- 
ed, saying he did not think that the pro- 
duct of the mines could be shipped by 
the C. P. railway, as it would have to be 
handled five times. He was informed by 
Mr. W. Wilson that it was impossible to 
build a wagon road for 8110,000. If tho 
railway camo this way it would bo three 
years bofore it could bo built, and what 
would become of the ore meanwhile? Ho 
was sorry a stumpago bill had not been 
brought in, as the company could cut 
down the timber with a differential duty 
on the other side of 82.00 in their favor. 
-He drew attention to a paragraph in The 
Cnlvni.it on the 20th of March, 1882, referr- 
ing to Mr. Galbraith iii|eonncction with tim- 
ber lands, and read a telegram to Hun. 
Goorgo A. Walken from Sir. J. A. Mac- 
donald stopping tho cutting of timber 
near tho course of tho C. I'. It,, along the 
southern boundary. Fur himself ho 
would never be a traitor to the province. 

Mr. Galbraith said aa tu applications 
fur timber land, nothing uf tho kind oc- 
curred. The paragraph arise from a pri- 
vate conversation, a reporter was present, 
and hence The (Utwwt's comments. 

Mr. Galbraith challenged Mr. Allen to 
the proof. The way the matter arose was 
that he thought that section of country 
would be valuable if it was developed, 
but he made no applications for timber 
lands. The Kootenay company could 
never bring logs down the river on ac- 
count of the falls. 

Mr. Allen said he intended to have a 
committee of investigation.

The amendment deferring the consid- 
eration of the bill for six mouths was 
then [nit and lost, 15 to 8. 

Mr. TVIcTavish said ho had made an 
amendment yesterday, hut he dis- 
covered it amounted to nothing when he 
saw it in print. 

The bill was then read a third time and 
passed 15 to 8.

Tho Canadian Militia. 

The new militia act introduced by the 
government at Ottawa provides that when 
tho exigencies uf the service require it the 
government may raise and maintain a 
torpedo corps uf such strength and under 
such conditions as may lie considered ne- 
cessary for the protection uf harbors and 
other places on the seaboard and inland 
waters of the Dominion, in view of the 
withdrawal of the imperial troops from 
Canada. It also provides for the enlist- 
ment of a standing army of 750 men, the 
force to consist of one troop of cavalry, 
throe batteries (if artillery, and three com- 
pimics of infantry. The term of the en- 
listment is to be for three years.

Interview -with Major A- B. Rogers— 
Progross of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

Major A. 13. Rogers, the successful ex- 
plorer of the passes through the Selkirk 
Range and the Rocky Mountains, is at 
tho Driard House where our representa- 
tive had an interview with him yesterday 
afternoon. 

Reporter — How much of the line west 
of Winnipeg is now completed/ 

Ans.— 598 miles. 

Rep. — How much of that was construct- 
ed last year? 

Ans.. — 43!) miles. 

Rep. — What do your company propose 
to construct during the present year! 

Ans. — The contract is already let for 
construction to Fort Calgarry in August, 
and the lino will be constructed at least 
80 miles further (to crossing of Devil's 
Head Creek), if not to the summit of the 
ruckies. The location has already been 
made from Fort Calgarry to the sum- 
mit. 

Rep. — Is not tho crossing of the rookies 
made via what is called tho Kicking Horse 
Pass ? 

Ans. — Yes; it is so called, although 
what is shown on the map as Kicking 
Horse Pass does not exist. The pass is 
made through what is called the Bath 
Creek pass which is more direct than is 
shown on the map. 

Rep. — It seems, then, that the route 
across the rookies has not been abandoned 
as reported ! 

Ans. — No, nor has any such project 
boon entertained by the company. The 
originator of the statement must have 
drawn on his inventive genius entirely in 
its manufacture. 

Pep Where will your work for the 
present season lie prosecuted? 

Ans. On the west slope uf the rookies 
and through the Selkirk's lo the west 
crossing of the Columbia. 

Rep. --How many men will you em- 

ploy I 

Ans. — There will be five parties, aggre- 
gating about one hundred men, including 
packers. 

Rep. — Can you form any estimate of 
tho time required for the completion of 
tho road tu Kamloops) 

Ans. — It will take about three years . 

Rep. — At what altitude do you cross 
the ranges? 

A. — The rockies are crossed at an eleva- 
tion of 5300 feet above sea level, and the 
Selkirks about -1300 feet. 

Kep. — What are the heaviest grades 
you will oncounter? 

Ans.-- On the west slope of the rookies, 
and in the ascent and descent of the Sel- 
kirks, we will be forced to use the same 
maximum grades which are used on the 
North Pacific, the Central and also the 
Southern Pacific roads that is 1 lli feet 
per mile; but these grades will not in any 
instance exceed 20 miles in length. In 
no other instances will we need to use 
grades over 53 feet per mile.

Sad, Caso of Drowning. 

On Sunday evening the alarm was 
raised that the eldest son of Mr. Wm. 
Home ( 'Ren wick it lliune) had been 
drowned in Millstroam. On inquiries 
being made it was found that the boy, 
who was barely six years of age, had been 
seen by Mr. C. Carpenter's children about 
1 o'clock in the bend on the opposite side 
of the stream and they urged him to re- 
turn, but he aaid he would gather moro 
lilies first. The Chinese cook aaid he had 
seen the lad on the mill side of the stream 
at half-past six o'clock, but the subse- 
quent events showed pluinly that lie was 
mistaken. By this tune a number of citi- 
zens had arrived on the scene, and a 
search was instituted among tho mill 
buildings, along each bank of the stream 
and in tho woods. On examining the 
dam it was found that two narrow planks 
ovor tho overflow water, and leading to 
tho opposite bank were wet. As that 
could not havo occurred from ordinary 
meaiiB, it was at once surmised that the 
little boy had attempted to cross, and 
falling, caught hold of tho plank. His 
body would then form a mi nature break- 
water, and cause the swift running water 
to splash on the boards. Search was 
then instituted along the banks and in 
the stream among the filiating slabs till 
midnight, but it was diQioult to distinguish 
objects clearly ' by the deceptive moon- 
light. At daylight on Monday morning 
the search was renewed, and Mr. J. Dick 
and tho distracted father found the life- 
less body of the boy in the water below 
the dam. The funeral took place yester- 
day afternoon, and was attended by the 
children of the Methodist Sunday school 
and the public school, and a largo number 
of sympathizing friends. The funeral 
service was conducted by the Rev. C. 
Bryant, Pastor uf the Methodist church 1 
The little lad was a great favorite in the 
community, and his parents have the 
deep and heartfelt sympathy uf all their 
dark hour of bereavement and sorrow.

James Dunn, sworn -Stated that on

James Barber deposed he was bartender 
at the Terminus hotel, and that the pris 
oner left on the 23rd March.
